Katz already 
aheadin 
arena deal, 
skeptics say 

Skeptics of the arena deal 
say the city has already 
given enough to Daryl Katz 
and the Edmonton Oilers 
and definitely shouldn’t 
consider anymore. 

Canadian Taxpayers 
Federation director Scott 
Hennig said the city erred 
getting into the deal in 
the first place and should 
have actually gone to Katz 
looking for more funding, 
before he made his request 
yesterday. 

“The debate really should 
be ‘Why isn’t Katz putting 
more money in?”’ 

Hennig said, while 
strongly opposed to public 
funding for the arena, he 
admires the politics of the 
Katz group’s move because 
it will seem like the city 
turned him down and not 
the other way around. 

He said the deal is 
already too sweet and Katz 
should be putting in more. 

“It could be worse. They 
seem to have capitulated 
to Katz at every turn, so it 
seems.” 

Coun. Kerry Diotte said 
Edmonton residents he 
talked to were already sour¬ 
ing on the deal as it stood. 

“Before the additional re¬ 
quest for public money, for 
months now people have 
been saying the deal is too 
tough on taxpayers.” 

Diotte wants a down¬ 
town arena, but not at any 
cost. 

“I am in favour of it, 
but not as it stands and 
certainly I don’t favour put¬ 
ting any more public money 
into it.”

Supporters still believe there 
will be a new arena in down¬ 
town Edmonton despite a 
setback Wednesday, when a 
request from the Katz Group 
for more public money was 
rejected by councillors. 

“I’m optimistic that we’ll 
have an arena built, and the 
reason I say that is Rexall 


Place just doesn’t fill the 
need anymore,” said Jim Tay¬ 
lor, president of the Down¬ 
town Business Association. 
“Whether it’s the arena that 
we’ve all been seeing in the 
pictures and that’s part of 
the agreement between Katz 
and the city now, or whether 
it takes some other form, I 
think we’ll get an arena.” 

Both the Downtown Busi¬ 
ness Association and the 
Edmonton Chamber of Com¬ 
merce believe the project will 
do great things for downtown 
— and argue that in some 
ways, it already has. 

“The project as it stands 
is more than just an arena; 
it’s the entire entertainment 
district,” said Ken Barry,

board chair for the Edmon¬ 
ton Chamber of Commerce. 
“These kinds of opportunities 
don’t come along all the time. 
“We just want to see it 


come to fruition, so that’s the 
real rub. And there’s nothing 
that’s come out of today that 
says it’s absolutely not going 
to happen, that it can’t hap¬ 
pen — but clearly the two 
parties have a lot of work to 
do still.” 

Taylor said while down¬ 
town revitalization could 
occur — and has — without 
the arena, it would help ef¬ 
forts leap ahead. 

“It will be a tremendous 
hangover and we’ll be very 
depressed in the downtown 
if the unthinkable 
happened and this 
thing is cancelled.”

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Catholic school support 
workers reject board offer

Support workers at Edmonton 
Catholic Schools will continue 
their strike on Thursday after 
overwhelmingly rejecting the 
board’s latest offer. 

The results were tallied 
Wednesday night and, after 
two days of voting, 546 union 
members rejected the offer 
and just 211 accepted it. 

The board said it was sad¬ 
dened by the result. 

“It is a very disappointing 
day for the district, a very 
disappointing day,” said chair 
Debbie Engel. 

The union rejected a simi¬ 
lar offer last week with just 
over half of members voting, 
but the board made slight 
modifications to its proposal 
and asked the union for this 
vote. 

The union rejected that re¬ 
quest, but the Alberta Labour 


Relations Board ordered this 
week’s vote. 

Union spokesperson Dan¬ 


iel Burrell says the strike has 
brought the members togeth¬ 
er and they are demanding a 


fair deal. 

“They came together as a 
solid, determined group that 


now knows they can stand up 
and seek a fair and just agree¬ 
ment,” he said. 


Details 


• The union represents 
916 workers, including 
librarians, special-needs 
teaching assistants and 
secretaries. 


• The strike has been 
ongoing since Monday, 
but has not yet included 
pickets at schools. 


• Alberta teachers are 
also currently without 
a contract, but they are 
still in negotiations with 
the province. 


Their contract expired in 
August 2011. The board is of¬ 
fering a 4.54 per cent raise for 
the first year of the new deal, 
with a promised discussion on 
the second year. 

The union also wants guar¬ 
antees around working hours 
for staff. 

Schools remain open dur¬ 
ing the strike, but some stu¬ 
dents with special needs have 
been kept home because the 
assistants are unavailable. 


Illegal parkers the target of enforcement campaign 


If you’re parking where 
you shouldn’t be, especially 
anywhere near a school, be 
warned: Bylaw officers will 
not only ticket, but have cars 
towed during a three-week 
city-wide blitz that started 
Wednesday. The zero-toler¬ 
ance parking-enforcement 
campaign is a way to remind 
students and parents to park 
responsibly and obey all 
signs. 

The campaign is welcome 
news to educational assistant 
Terry Notdorft. The eight- 
year employee of Rutherford 
Elementary School in the 
Bonnie Doon area says par¬ 
ents at her school and stu¬ 
dents at the neighbouring U 
of A Campus St. Jean regularly 
ignore no-parking signs, bus 
lanes and crosswalks during

them they can’t park in the 
staff stalls,” said Notdorft. 
“But it’s a safety issue, too, 
when buses can’t get into 
their lanes or our disabled 
students can’t get into the 


handicapped stall.” 

The city’s parking-en¬ 
forcement co-ordinator, Erin 
Blaine, says parking illegally 
around elementary schools in 
particular creates safety con¬ 
cerns such as obstructed sight 
lines, while around post- 
secondaiy schools it’s use of 
limited street parking that’s 
the problem. The restricted 
residential program runs 8 
a.m. to 4 p.m. on weekdays, 
so cars without a permit on 
display will be targeted. 

“This enhanced no-tol¬ 
erance campaign reminds 
people to obey the rules, even 
if it’s cold out or they’re in a 
hurry,” said Blaine. 

“Sometimes it takes a 
ticket or a tow to get the mes¬ 
sage across.”

Despite calls for his inter¬ 
vention, Alberta’s educa¬ 
tion minister will not step 
in the case of an Edmonton 
teacher who faces dismissal 
for handing out zeros for in¬ 
complete work. 

Lynden Dorval has been 
suspended since May from 
his teaching position at Ross 
Sheppard High School for 
handing out zeros to stu¬ 
dents who did not complete 
their work. 

He had a hearing Monday 
and the Edmonton Public 
School Board’s superintend¬ 
ent must now decide if he is 
going to lose his job. 

Dorval called on Educa¬ 
tion Minister Jeff Johnson 
to intervene with regards 
to assessment policies after

plans to appeal the deci¬ 
sion. 


a school board meeting on 
Tuesday. 

“It has to come from the 
government. The provin¬ 
cial government has to step 
in,” he said. “It would have 
taken a very simple clarifica¬ 
tion of the School Act.” 

The minister was unavail¬ 
able Wednesday, but spokes¬ 
person Kim Capsticlc said he 
has no plans to intervene. 

“He feels very strongly 
that it is not his position, as 
the minister of education, 
to set a cookie cutter assess¬ 
ment policy for the whole 
province,” said Capsticlc. 

Capsticlc said Johnson 
believes students need to 
earn their way through a 
diploma. 

“He has certainly said 
that it is his expectation that 
kids earn their way through 
and that whatever policies 
that are put in place make 
that happen,” she said. 

“But he said ‘We have no 
plans to bring in a provin¬ 
cial assessment policy.’” 

Capsticlc also said John¬ 
son will also not intervene 
in Dorval’s case. 

“That is a board decision 
and ultimately this is an em¬ 
ployer-employee issue.” 

The school board has 
struck a committee to look 
at assessment, but it will 
only have trustees, which 
Dorval said is “disappoint¬ 
ing.” The board’s current 
policies allow principals to 
set how assessment is done 
at each school.

Staff at Northlands are pre¬ 
pared for the possibility the 
Edmonton Oilers won’t be 


hitting the ice this season. 

With the NHL lockout 
appearing more and more 
likely to take place begin¬ 
ning Saturday, Northlands 
is preparing for life without 
the Oilers, while hoping for 
the best. 

“We do have a contin¬ 
gency plan in place and 
we are talking about that 
to our staff,” Northlands’ 
vice-president of communi¬ 
cations Cathy Kiss said Wed¬ 


nesday. 

Kiss said while North¬ 
lands very much wants to 
see the Oilers on the ice 
this season, with concerts, 
Edmonton Oil Kings games 
and the Edmonton Rush, 
the facility will still be regu¬ 
larly in use. 

She said staff will also re¬ 
ceive more training and be 
used at Northlands’ other 
facilities. 

“We are very lucky be¬ 


cause we have three venues. 
We have the racetrack, we 
have the Edmonton Expo 
Centre and we have the 
arena, so we have the abil¬ 
ity to repurpose our staff.” 

With fewer games in 
town, the University of 
Alberta Golden Bears and 
Pandas are hopeful they 
will see bigger audiences, 
as they did during the last 
lockout.

Breathalyzers. 

National supplier 
reports sales of 
personal devices 
skyrocket in wake of 
new Alberta legislation

Hundreds of personal breath¬ 
alyzers are being shipped to 
Alberta to fill customer de¬ 
mand in the wake of changes 
to provincial impaired driving 
legislation. 

As well, bar owners say they 
are continuing to mull the pros 
and cons of installing a wall- 
mounted device for patron use. 

Since the second phase 
of Bill 26 came into effect 
Sept. 1, Tim Salter, owner of 
Breathalyzer Canada, a na¬ 
tional distributor of personal 
blood-alcohol testing devices, 
said he has seen a 300 per

cent upswing in sales. 

“It’s just like before Christ¬ 
mas, everyone’s scrambling 
to buy presents for their loved 
ones,” he said with a laugh, add¬ 
ing similar jumps were seen in 
Ontario and B.C. when those 
provinces rolled out changes to 
their own impaired legislation 
in recent years. 

The new law sees suspen¬ 
sions for a blood-alcohol level 
between .05 and .08 extended 
from 24 hours to three days. 
Earlier this summer, the prov¬ 
ince also introduced indefinite 
suspensions for drivers found 
over the .08 threshold estab¬ 
lished in the Criminal Code of 
Canada. 

Opinions of the personal¬ 
ized breathalyzers offered by 
Salter and other organizations 
have been mixed among law 
makers and enforcers. 

“They are tools that people 
can use to make responsible 
choices but they do not have 
the same validity as the ones 
used by police officers,” said 
Parker Hogan, spokesperson 
for Alberta Transportation. 
“They are not calibrated, they 
are not tested, they do not meet 
the same standards.” 

And it’s those very concerns 
expressed by Hogan that con¬ 
tinue to pose a dilemma for bar 
owners like Wayne Leong. 

“It’s something we have 
considered offering for our cus¬ 
tomers,” said Leong, who runs 
Calgaiy’s Melrose Cafe & Bar. 
“The problem is we don’t want 
someone blowing into this 
thing, thinking they are OK, 
then getting stopped and find¬ 
ing out they’re not OK.”

The U.S. dispatched an elite 
group of marines to Tripoli on 
Wednesday following a mob 
attack that killed the U.S. am¬ 
bassador to Libya and three 
other Americans. U.S. officials 
are investigating whether the 
violence was a backlash to an 
anti-Islamic video with ties to 
Coptic Christians, or a plot to 
coincide with the anniversary 
of the 9-11 attacks. 

Tuesday’s stunning attack 
on the American Consulate 
in Benghazi poses a daunting 
task for U.S. and Libyan inves¬ 
tigators: searching for the cul¬ 
prits in a city rife with heavy 
weapons, multiple militias, 
armed Islamist groups and 
little police control. 

The one-story villa that 
serves as the consulate was 
a bumed-out wreck after the 
crowd armed with machine- 
guns and rocket-propelled 
grenades rampaged through 
it. Slogans of “God is great” 
and “Muhammad is God’s 
Prophet” were scrawled across 
its scorched walls. Libyan civil¬ 
ians strolled freely in charred 
rooms with furniture and pa¬ 
pers strewn everywhere. 

U.S. President Barack 
Obama vowed in a Rose Gar¬ 
den address that the U.S. would 
“work with the Libyan govern¬ 
ment to bring to justice” those 
who killed Ambassador Chris 


Stevens, information manager 
Sean Smith and two other 
Americans who were not iden¬ 
tified. Three other Americans 
were wounded. 

Stevens was the first U.S. 
ambassador lulled in the line 
of duty in 30 years. 

“We reject all efforts to 
denigrate the religious beliefs 
of others, but there is absolute¬ 
ly no justification for this type 
of senseless violence. None,” 
said Obama, who also ordered 
increased security at U.S. diplo¬ 
matic posts abroad. 

Republican Mitt Romney 
accused the Obama adminis¬ 
tration of showing weakness 


in the consulate killings, but 
the president retorted that 
his rival “seems to have a ten¬ 
dency to shoot first and aim 
later.” Some in the Republican 


Party called Romney’s remarks 
hasty. 

The mob attack on Tuesday 
— the 11th anniversary of the 
Sept. 11, terrorist strike in the 


U.S. — was initially presumed 
to have been a spontaneous 
act triggered by outrage over 
a movie called “Innocence of 
Muslims” that mocked Islam’s 
Prophet Muhammad that 
was produced in the U.S. and 
excerpted on YouTube. The 
amateurish video also drew 
protests in Cairo, where angry 
ultraconservatives climbed 
the U.S. Embassy’s walls, tore 
down an American flag and re¬ 
placed it with an Islamic ban¬ 
ner.

Dave Gunning said Wed¬ 
nesday he was informed by 
the mint that his soon-to-be 
released album infringes 
copyright because its art¬ 
work includes images of the 
ubiquitous one-cent piece. 


In recent days, Gunning 
— who describes himself as 
“a proud Canadian” — has 
told his story of being niclc- 
el-and-dimed by the mint to 
media outlets across Canada 
and the United States. 

“Part of me is a little 
bit embarrassed about it,” 
Gunning said from Pictou, 
N.S. “Not embarrassed for 
myself, necessarily, but em¬ 
barrassed for Canada a little 
bit.” 

The award-winning sing¬ 
er said his album, titled No 
More Pennies is meant as an 
homage to the humble coin, 
which the mint plans to stop 
producing this fall though it 
remains legal tender. 

He said the mint was 
“very kind” to waive li¬ 
censing and administra¬ 
tion fees for the first 2,000 


albums produced, but his 
next batch of CDs will cost 
him $1,200 — or 60 cents a 
pop. 

That’s no penny ante for 
an independent artist, he 
said. 

“They’re chasing down 
this folk singer for 60 cents 
a CD,” said Gunning, who 
has won awards at the East

U.K. officials 
covered up truth: Report

British police and medics 
whose failures contributed to 
the deaths of 96 soccer fans 
in the country’s worst sports 
disaster unfairly blamed the 
dead for the 1989 tragedy and 
sought to cover up their ac¬ 
tions, newly disclosed docu¬ 
ments revealed Wednesday. 

The documents vindicated 
efforts by the victims’ fam¬ 
ines, who had spent 23 years 
demanding a full accounting 
of the events at Hillsborough 
stadium that lulled fans of the 


Liverpool soccer team. Most of 
the victims were crushed and 
suffocated in a standing-only 
section after they were herded 
there by police. 

Prime Minister David Cam¬ 
eron issued a full apology 
Wednesday for the wrong¬ 
doing of authorities and the 
subsequent coverup, saying 
that Britain had been shamed 
for more than 20 years by its 
reluctance to expose the er¬ 
rors that led to the deaths.

Observers 
increasingly convinced 
market reform is on 
the horizon, similar to 
China’s 30 years ago 


Deep in the North Korean 
countryside, in remote villages 
that outsiders seldom reach, 
farmers are now said to be 
given nearly one-third of their 
harvests to sell at market prices. 

Collective farms are report¬ 
edly being reorganized into 
something closer to family 
farms. State propagandists 
are expounding the glories of 
change under the country’s 
new young leader. 

In the rigidly planned econ¬ 
omy of this Stalinist state, could 
this be the first flicker of re 
form? A string of long-doubtful 
observers have become increas¬ 
ingly convinced that economic 
change is afoot, akin to China’s 
first flirtations with market re 
forms 30 years ago. But, they 
also warn, exactly what is hap¬ 
pening remains a mystery. 

No outsiders are known to 


have been to the villages, in 
Ryanggang province, since the 
new policies reportedly went 
into effect. No outsiders have 
seen the details of the June 28 
government order — “On the 
Establishing of a New Econom¬ 
ic Management System in Our 
Own Style” — that supposedly 
launched the program. Other 
reported reforms, from shifts in 
investment laws to new indus¬ 
trial profit-sharing regulations, 
are even more opaque. 

Still, there are undeniable 
signs that the world’s most 
closed-off society may be toying 
with change, from a carefully 
scripted campaign to soften the 
image of the country’s young 
leader, Kim Jong Un, to the ap¬ 
parent purging of a hardline 
general and a series of often- 
cryptic official statements hint¬ 
ing that Pyongyang is serious 
about liberalizing its economy. 

If the latest reform reports 
are true, they would almost 
certainly be driven in part by 
China. Beijing has long pressed 
Pyongyang to enact reforms 
similar to its own first steps to¬ 
ward a market economy.

Time for action 
on match-fixing 


No crackdown. 

A year has passed, but 
soccer bosses have 
done little, claiming 
they're waiting for 
FIFA to guide them

The Canadian Soccer League 
has done little since learning 
more than a year ago that 
European match-fixers are 
in Canada actively seeking 
to manipulate games in the 
CSL. 

The league, which has 
teams in Ontario and Quebec, 
along with the Canadian Soc¬ 
cer Association (CSA), is wait¬ 
ing on FIFA for guidance on 
how to respond. 

In the meantime, con¬ 
victed, confessed match-fixers 
have been caught on tape talk¬ 
ing about purchasing a local 
Canadian team. 

In a documentary that 
aired on CBC’s The National 
Wednesday night, CSL com¬ 
missioner Vincent Ursini 
said the league is aware of 
the problem and is waiting 
on FIFA. 

Since I brought CBC this 
story more than a year ago 
— with the help of their in¬ 
vestigative team — the story 
has grown into one that has

spanned three countries and 
two continents. 

Importantly, it would in¬ 
clude pages of German po¬ 
lice wiretaps and court docu¬ 
ments. 

Those documents were 
flush with conversations be¬ 
tween Ante Sapina, Marijo 
Cvrtalc and Chris Budimir — 
German-based match-fixers — 
talking about how they could 
manipulate games in the Can¬ 
adian Soccer League. 

And once they had actually 
done it, the tapes caught their 
overwhelming glee at their 
prospects. 

“If we don’t become rich 


here, then I don’t know where 
we could become rich,” Budi¬ 
mir told Cvrtalc, the CBC re¬ 
ported. 

Meanwhile, their conversa¬ 
tions extended further, even 
looking at what it would take 
to buy a team and arguing at 
how fast they should go about 
doing that. 

According to the wiretaps, 
Budimir reported back to 
Cvrtalc in 2009 that players 
make less than $500 a month 
and a club in the CSL could be 
bought for $150,000. 

According to Budimir, buy¬ 
ing was a three-year process. 
Cvrtalc wanted to know if it 
could be done in one. 

“They are all amateurs 
...Nobody knows that they 
have teams there like here,” 
Budimir told Cvrtalc on the 
wiretap. 

“One can start a team there 
with $150,000 and play in the 
first league right away.” 

Full stop. 

Now that this information 
is public, there are calls for 
the CSA to conduct an inves¬ 
tigation into who is financing 
teams in the CSL. 

If it’s going to continue to 
sanction the league, a thor¬ 
ough investigation by the CSA 
into who is financing teams in 
the CSL is immediately war¬ 
ranted.

Pussy Riot. Jail term 
for punk rockers 
may be cut short, 
as case comes up for 
appeal and Russia's 
prime minister calls 
for their release 


Russian Prime Minister Dmitry 
Medvedev on Wednesday 
called for three members of 
the punk band Pussy Riot to be 
freed, a sign that the women’s 
release could be imminent 
since their case comes up for 
appeal on Oct. 1. 

The band members were 
arrested for performing a rau¬ 
cous prayer inside Moscow’s 
main cathedral asking Vir¬ 
gin Mary to save Russia from 
Vladimir Putin as he headed 
into the election that handed 
him a third term as president. 
They had already spent more 
than five months in jail when 
they were convicted in August 
of “hooliganism driven by reli¬ 
gious hatred” and sentenced to 
two years in prison. 

By being the one to call 
for the women’s release, 
Medvedev, who has cultivated 
the image of a more liberal 
leader, could allow Putin to 


put the uncomfortable case be¬ 
hind him while not appearing 
weak. 

The outward appearance of 
the women, who perform in 
bright-colored miniskirts and 
balaclavas, and the “hysteria” 
accompanying them made 
him sick, Medvedev said with 
disdain. But he said keeping 
them in prison any longer 
would be “unproductive.”

"(This is) yet another 
blow to the court system 
and citizens’ trust in it.” 

Former Finance Minister Alexei Kudrin, 
who remains close to Putin. 

The court verdict drew strong criticism even 
from some Kremlin loyalists. 

“In my view, a suspended 
sentence would be sufficient, 
taking into account the time 
they have already spent in 
custody,” he said during a tele¬ 
vised meeting with members 
of his United Russia party in 
the city of Penza. 

The band members’ im¬ 
prisonment has come to sym¬ 
bolize Putin’s intensifying 
crackdown on dissent after his 
return to the presidency. Their 
cause has been taken up by 
celebrities and musicians, in- 
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eluding Madonna and Paul 
McCartney, and protests have 
been held around the world. 

Ahead of the court rul¬ 
ing, Putin said the women 
shouldnotbejudgedtooharshly, 
creating expectations that 
they could be sentenced 
to time served and freed in the 
courtroom. But this would have 
left the impression that Putin 
had bowed to pressure, some¬ 
thing he has resisted through¬ 
out his 12 years in power. 

Putin also was perhaps 
unwilling to risk disappoint¬ 
ing his conservative sup¬ 
porters, who saw the punk 
performance as an attack on 
the Russian Orthodox Church.

Plastic bag ban 
takes effect 

The government of 
India’s capital is hoping 
that a strict ban on 
plastic bags will help the 
environment. 

An engineer with 
Delhi’s government says 
that starting next week, 
the manufacture and 
sale of all types of plastic 
sheets and bags will be 
banned in the city, citing 
their environmental dan¬ 
gers. B.M.S Reddy said 
Wednesday that the ban 
will include shopping 
bags, garbage bags and 
all kinds of plastic film 
and storage packets. 

Only plastic bags re¬ 
quired for medical waste 
will be exempt. 

In 2009, Delhi banned 
the use of plastic shop¬ 
ping bags, but author¬ 
ities have had little suc¬ 
cess enforcing the ban. 

Plastic bags also pose 
a risk to the thousands of 
cows that roam the city 
and end up swallowing 
them while foraging 
for food in Delhi’s open 
garbage dumps.

Some airlines are making 
travellers work harder to find 
a deal. Carriers are offering 
more deals to passengers who 
book flights directly on their 
websites. 

It’s an effort to steer people 
away from online travel agen¬ 
cies such as Expedia, Orbitz 
and Travelocity, which charge 
the carriers commissions of 
roughly $10 to $25 a ticket. 

While travellers save 
money, they also must do 
without the convenience of 
one-stop shopping. 

Frontier Airlines is the 
latest carrier to jump into the 
fight, announcing Wednes¬ 
day that it will penalize pas¬ 
sengers who don’t book dir¬ 
ectly with the airline. Those 
fliers won’t be able to get seat 


assignments until check-in. 
And they’ll pay more in fees 
while earning half as many 
frequent flier miles. 

Contracts with online travel 
agencies prohibit airlines from 
offering lower fares on their 


sites. Instead, airlines such as 
JetBlue Airways Corp., Spirit 
Airlines Inc. and Virgin America 
often provide discount codes in 
emails to their frequent fliers 
or through Facebook and Twit¬ 
ter.

Dear Always Prepared, 

When this happens, the room 
is always full of guests and 


everyone stares at you! 

The few times this has 
happened, the first thing I do 
is pick up the large pieces of 
glass. 

I then use the vacuum, 
ideally a hand-held one to 
pick up the glass and then I 
use very thick towels to ab¬ 
sorb the wine liquid. 

At this point I judge the 
damage and either just leave 
it and wash the entire rug the 
following day or in the case of 


red wine will use club soda to 
flush the stain and re-absorb 
the liquid with a second set of 
thick dry towels. 

Whatever you do, don’t 
make a big deal about it. The 
person who has made the 
spill will feel bad enough. Let 
them help you with instruc¬ 
tions of what you want them 
to do, then stay calm, make 
the treatment and go back to 
your party and have a fabu¬ 
lous time.

I have a problem with 
wasps in my yard. What 
can I do? Nick of Regina 

As we head into fall, insect 
populations in general 
will start to decline. And 
wasps will begin to bother 
bumblebees and honey¬ 
bees — especially if you’re 
barbecuing less (wasps are 
carnivores). 

Did you know that most 
wasps are tiny solitary in¬ 
sects (not at all social) that 
lay their eggs inside of 
other insects? So, if you’ve 
planted a bee-friendly 
garden, you’ll likely have 
wasps. 

And if you keep mason 
bees, your nest box could 
also attract parasitoid 
solitary wasps, but you 
probably won’t notice. 

The wasps you’re refer¬ 


ring to are likely one of 
the three more common 
species: yellow jackets 
(bright yellow with black 
stripes), hornets (black 
with white stripes), or 
paper wasps (brown, red 
or yellow with a skinny 
waist). 

How to deter wasps: 

• Don’t wear bright colours 

• Don’t wear sweet smells 
like fragranced body lotion 
or shampoo 

• Cover meat and fish 
when barbecuing 

• Don’t leave out sugary 
drinks like cans of pop 

• Clean up rotting fruit 
from your fruit trees 

• Cover your compost 
pile with a lid or lots of 
“browns” like dry leaves 

• Keep your trash bin clean 

Never swat a wasp. 

They can release a phero¬ 
mone that will attract 
other wasps and signal 
them to be aggressive. It’s 
best to move away calmly. 
Also, check the exterior 
of your home for cracks, 
holes and unsealed vents 
where wasps might build 
a nest. They like to nest 
in roofs, eaves, in garden 
sheds or under decks and 
porches —anywhere that’s 
sheltered, warm and dry. 
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Ever consider energy efficient windows? 


Are your windows leaking air? 
Are they getting more difficult 
to open? Is the wood frame rot¬ 
ting? 

Homeowners choose to re¬ 
place their windows for a var¬ 
iety of reasons, from energy 
efficiency to esthetics. 

“It might be the seals have 
failed or the wood has rotted,” 
said Kerry Haglund, senior 
researcher at the Center for 
Sustainable Building Research 


at the University of Minnesota. 

Or homeowners might 
be looking to replace leaky 
windows to keep heat or air 
conditioning in, or they might 
want added UV protection to 
protect furniture from fading 
in the sunlight. 

No matter what the mo¬ 
tivation, new windows can be 
costly. 

“They’re too expensive to 
think you’re going to get your 


money back either in terms of 
energy savings or when you’re 
selling your house,” said Kit 
Selzer, a senior editor for Bet¬ 
ter Homes and Gardens. 

Still, new energy-efficient 
windows can make your home 
more comfortable in winter 
and summer, and more at¬ 
tractive. Haglund recommends 
choosing the most energy-effi¬ 
cient window you can. 

The cost for a new window 


can range from hundreds of 
dollars to $1,000 or more, de¬ 
pending on the frame, style 
— double-hung or casement, 
for example — and whether 
you choose single, double or 
triple pane glass. Decorative 
elements can add to the price. 

A casement window might 
be a good option in windy 
areas, said Gary Pember, vice- 
president of marketing for 
Simonton Windows.

Feds recently announced fourth set 
of changes to mortgages in the past four years

In June, Finance Minister 
Jim Flaherty announced the 
fourth round of mortgage 
restrictions in four years. 
Among other changes, those 
with less than 20 per cent 
equity will no longer be able 
to get a prime mortgage with 
a 30-year amortization; the 
maximum is now 25 years. 

Another change is that the 
maximum refinance LTV (loan 
to value) ratio will be 80 per 
cent, down from 85. (The LTV 
ratio is calculated by dividing 
the loan balance of a property 
by the market value and is ex¬ 
pressed as a percentage. For 
example, a property with a 
loan balance of $400,000 and 
a market value of $500,000 
has a LTV ratio of 80 per cent.) 

Cashback down-payment 


mortgages are on the way out; 
federally regulated lenders 
must eliminate them by the 
end of October. 

In addition, the federal gov¬ 
ernment is capping the max¬ 
imum debt ratios for house¬ 
holds and limiting government 
insurance to mortgages on 
homes with a purchase price 
of less than $1 million. 

The new rules are meant to 
lower risk for taxpayers and 
curb high household debt, 
and they are mostly designed 
to help control the skyrock¬ 
eting housing markets in Cen¬ 
tral and Western Canada. But 
what impact will they have 
on first-time homebuyers in 
general? 

“Starter buyers will often 
have to borrow greater than 
80 per cent,” says Corey Re¬ 
gan, a mortgage specialist 
with One Stop Financial Solu¬ 
tions Inc. in Dartmouth, N.S. 


“And with five years shaved 
off the amortization, their 
monthly mortgage payments 
will be higher.” 

Experts estimate that it’s 
not unreasonable to expect 
that at least 10 per cent of 
first-time buyers could be 
shut out of the market by 


these changes. Assuming that 
up to half of purchases come 
from first-timers, then overall 
home demand could slide five 
per cent or more — at least 
until house prices fall. 

However, it isn’t impos¬ 
sible to enter the market 
sooner rather than later. 


“Maybe you won’t be able 
to afford your dream single¬ 
family dwelling in your first 
choice of neighbourhood,” 
says Regan, “but you can af¬ 
ford a semi-detached in an¬ 
other nice area.” 

Buying a home is an emo¬ 
tional decision, but if you are

And if you are set on buy¬ 
ing the dream?

The NHL’s collective bar¬ 
gaining talks resumed Wed¬ 
nesday with a sense of urgency 
and a flurry of activity, but one 
thing remained unchanged — 
the unmistakable gap between 
the sides. 

With Saturday’s midnight 
deadline for a lockout loom¬ 
ing, Donald Fehr and Gary 
Bettman each tabled propos¬ 
als that highlighted the differ¬ 
ing views still held by players 
and owners on core economic 
issues. 

The NHL’s offer came with 
an added twist as commission¬ 
er Bettman indicated it would 
be taken off the table Saturday, 
citing the damage another 
lockout would inflict on the 
business. Fehr, the executive 
director of the NHL Players’ As¬ 
sociation, suggested the league 
had done its own damage. 

“Think about it this way,” 
he said. “You have a case where 
you talk about a lockout, you 
threaten a lockout, you tell 
your season ticket-holders and 
advertisers you’re going to 
have a lockout, and then (once) 
you impose a lockout, then 
you want someone else to pay 
for it.” 

The NHL’s latest proposal 
called for the players’ share to 
be reduced to 49 per cent next 
season and would see it drop 
back to 47 per cent by the end 
of the six-year deal. Players cur¬ 
rently receive 57 per cent of 
revenue. 

The league’s original offer 
in July came in at 43 per cent 
and was followed by one last 
month at 46 per cent.
